McKay Says 1939 
Tax Rate to Be High

1922 and the executors are the Old 
Colony Trust Company and Alice L. 
Frost. 


Over 2000 Object 
To Zone Change 
On Washington St. 

The Claims & Rules Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen held a pub- 
lic hearing at City Hall on Wednes- 
day night on the petition of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad asking 
l hat land on Washington st., near 
Crafts st., be changed from private 
residence zone to business zone. About 
40 were present, including members 
of the Newton Planning Board. James 
P. Gallagher spoke in favor of the 
petition. He said he did not repre- 
sent the Boston & Albany Company, 
but a prospective lessee of the land 
in question, Philip Winkler of Bos- 
ton. He described the location of 
the property which extends about 905 
feet along Washington st. from the 
former Brackett Coal Yard to a point 
near the Harvard st. bridge. He ex- 
plained that it is proposed to divide 
the land into two lots, and that his 
client. Winkler, would lease one. be- 
ginning about 25 feet west of the 
signal tower. Mr. Gallagher said that 
Winkler had also filed a petition for a 
filling station permit, and it is also 
intended to locate a restaurant on 
the lot. He said the east boundary 
of this lot will be about 325 feet West 
of the property of Our Lady’s Par- 
ish. He commented that when this 
land was placed in a private residence 
zone, it was done so for defensive 
purposes, and not as practical zon- 
ing. He argued that while Washing- 
ton st. is heavily traveled, there is 
little travel on the South side of the 
street, and the proposed business de- 
velopment will not be harmful, or ob- 
jectionable from an aesthetic view- 
point. He said that Washington st. 
is a natural business artery, that the 
change of this land into a business 
zone will enhance and not lessen the 
values of residential properties on 
the opposite side of the street. He 
contended that the only way the city 
can meet its increased expenses is 
bv obtaining increased tax revenues 
from such developments of unused 
land. Mr. Vanderhoof of the Plan- 
ning Board asked Mr. Gallagher if he 
would advocate placing all the land 
between that which Winkler would 
lease, and Lewis Terrace and the 
latter replied in the negative. 

Bartholomew Hayes of 629 Washing- 
ton st. opposed the proposed change. 
He said that when Washington st. was 
widened and the B. & A. tracks de- 
pressed between 1894 and 1896. all 
houses and business properties along it 
between Newton Corner and West 
Newton were removed except the coal 
yard, and that was abandoned some 
years ago. He stated that if the land 
is placed in a business zone, rag shops, 
junk shops or any type of business 
may come in there. Mr. Hayes com- 
mented that a few months ago he had 
received notice of the petition that 
someone had entered asking for a per- 
mit to establish a gasoline filling sta- 
tion near his property, but then this 
matter was sidetracked apparently be- 
cause it was considered necessary to 
have more influence to change the 
zone of the land in question, so the 
petition in the name of the Boston & 
Albany railroad was presented. 

Rev. John Sheridan, pastor of Our 
Lady’s Church, said it is the fourth 
time in the past few years that he had

City Not to Take 
Land at Nonantum 


Recently the Board of Aldermen re- 
ceived a petition signed by Rev. Jos- 
eph E. Robicliaud, pastor of the church 
of St. Jean Evangeliste, and other No- 
nantum residents, asking that the city 
acquire the property of the late Efilo 
Stearns, situated between 257 and 281 
Watertown st., to protect its interest 
in the Stearns School property. The 
Stearns School is located at the rear 
of the Stearns property, and the rec- 
tory of the church of St. Jean Evan- 
geliste at 253 Watertown st., abutts 
the property. There are two old 
houses on the property and a vacant 
lot of land between them. After 
Miss Stearns’ death some months ago, 
her cousin, who is executor of the 
estate, went to Mayor Childs and of- 
fered to sell the vacant lot of land 
to the city for its assessed value, and 
also offered to donate to the city a 
small parcel of land near the school. 

A couple of months ago an appli- 
cation was filed by Philip Gilflx of 
the G & S Paper Company asking for 
a permit to erect a storage warehouse 
on the vacant lot at the Stearns prop- 
erty. The warehouse will be about 75 
feet on Watertown st. and 165 feet in 
depth. It will be one story high, of 
cement block construction, and it will 
be bisected by a driveway leading to 
a loading platform and a 2 car garage. 
At a recent meeting the Boafrd of Al- 
dermen voted to grant a permit for 
the garage to the G & S Paper Com- 
pany. Later, the petition asking that 
the city take the land, was received, 
and the Aldermen then voted to re- 
scind the vote on the granting of he 
permit for the garage. 

At the meeting of the Aldermen 
last Monday night, Alderman Jamie- 
son. reporting for the Public Works 
Committee, stated that the initiative 
on the taking of the Stearns prop- 
erty by the city, must come from the 
Mayor, in accordance with the city 
charter and as the Mayor had mado 
no recommendation, no action could 
be taken by the aldermen. The Al- 
dermen. therefore, voted to again 
grant the permit for the garage to 
the G & S Company, and it is ex- 
pected that work on the erection of 
the warehouse will be started in the 
near future.

School Committee 
Hearing on Sunday 
Use of Stadium 


On Monday night the Newton School 
Committee held a hearing on the pe- 
tition of the Newton Football League 
which asked for a permit to use Dick- 
inson Stadium for a football game be- 
tween Oaths Guards and Thompson- 
ville on Sunday afternoon, Dec. 4. A 
petition for the use of the stadium on 
Sunday. Nov. 27. had been refused by 
the School Committee after consider- 
able controversy and publicity. The 
game was then scheduled for last 
Sunday at the Newton Highlands 
playground, but weather conditions 
caused a postponement of the game. 
Another petition was then received 
from the league management asking 
for the stadium on next Sunday. 

About 45 persons attended the hear- 
ing. the majority of whom were resi- 
dents of the neighborhood in the vicini- 
ty of the stadium. They objected to 
the stadium being used for a football 
game on a Sunday. Robert C. Kelly 
of Walnut st. said that boys have 
climbed porches />f houses near the 
stadium while football games were 
being played, and after having been 
driven away by police, returned to an- 
noy residents again after the police 
had departed. Ellison Day of Hull st 
also objected. He said that his father, 
the late Frank A. Day, had been a con- 
tributor toward the creation of the 
stadium, and he would not have ap- 
proved of its use for Sunday games. 
Residents of Walnut. Hull and Blithe- 
dale sts.. Lowell ave. and Kimball ter. 
also objected to the use of the sta- 
dium for Sunday games. Rupert 
Thompson, secretary of the Newton 
Chamher of Commerce, also opposed 
the petition. He said he did not ob- 
ject to the use of the stadium for 
football games, but he does not be- 
lieve in establishing a precedent to al- 
low it to be used on Sundays. 

Rev. Charles O. Farrar, rector of St. 
Paul’s Episcopal Church. Newton 
Highlands, president of the Football 
League, asked the opponents to look 
at the matter from a sympathetic view- 
point, and not to base their objections 
on property damage, or Sunday rest. 
He said it was not our boys who have 
been making trouble at football games. 
John E. Leary. Jr., playground depart- 
ment director of the league, advocated 
the granting of the petition. He said 
boys would not be tempted to climb 
porches at the game, because they 
could enter the stadium without pay- 
ing any admission. Ernest Hermann, 
Superintendent of Playgrounds, also 
favored the petition. He said he Tiad 
been instrumental in bringing Sunday 
games to Newton, and the Playground 
Commission favors opportunities be- 
ing provided for recreation. 

When some of those opposing the 
petition stated that although they 
disapproved of the use of the stadium 
for football games on Sundays, they 
would be willing to have n permit 
granted for its use on Saturday, Rev. 
Mr. Farrar changed the petition so 
that the game will be played on Satur- 
day. Dec. 3. instead of Sunday, Dec. 
4. and the use of the stadium was 
granted for that date.

At Forum Dec. 4 

Former Newton Boy Talks On 
“Good City Government” 

On Sunday. December 4. 1938, at 
3:30 p. m. in the Newton Hieh School 
Auditorium. Newton ville. Honorable 
Harold H. Burton, Mayor of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, will speak before the New- 
ton Community Forum. His topic 
will be “New Horizons In City Gov- 
ernment.” 



MAYOR BURTON OF CLEVELAND 

Mayor Burton knows well the prob- 
lems which harass every leader of a 
city government today. In spite of 
the inheritance of the ills of an ad- 
ministration which had milked the 
city dry, he succeeded in giving Cleve- 
land one of the cleanest, most re- 
spected, and efficient administrations 
of any large city in the United States. 

Mayor Burton, a former Newton 
boy. entered Cleveland politics on a 
reform platform in 1935. Upon grad- 
uation from Newton High School, 
Bowdoin College, and Harvard Law 
School, he started practicing law in 
Ohio, in 1912. He served for a time 
as a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives In Ohio. He has become 
the most popular Mayor Cleveland has 
elected since city management was 
abandoned In 1929. 

The function of a city’s political, 
social and economic organization is 
to supply security, happiness, and 
comfort to the men, women and chil- 
dren who dwell therein. Whenever 
this function is seized by a small 
group of greedy leaders under the 
forms of law and with the aid of 
the money belonging to the people, 
the complacent citizenry will surely 
and sorely suffer. Cleveland, a few 
years ago, bowed down before such 
adventurers in aggrandizement as 
the “Van Sweringen Boys.” and in- 
evitably had to pay the price of their 
faithlessness and her own simplicity. 
This story of the betrayal and the 
redemption of city government will 
be ably outlined to the citizens of 
Newton on Sunday next by Mayor 
Burton of Cleveland.

Colby Says Mayor 
Bought Wrong Type 
Of Police Radio 


#At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Colby of Ward 7 criticised the re- 
cent award by Mayor Childs of a con- 
tract to the Gamewell Company of 
Newton Upper Falls to supply two- 
way radio equipment for the Newton 
police department. Last year after 
two Newton policemen had been fatal- 
ly shot. Alderman Colby advocated that 
the police department be equipped 
with two-way radio His suggestion 
was followed and the Aldermen, on 
the Mayor’s recommendation appro- 
priated $11,000 to have the equip- 
ment purchased and installed at po- 
lice headquarters and in a number of 
automobiles op- rated by the depart- 
ment. 

A few months ago bids Tor the fur- 
nishing of the equipment were re- 
ceived from the R C. A. Company, 
General Electric Company and the 
Gamewell Company— the latter to pro- 
vide equipment largely made by the 
Westinghouse Company. The R. C. 
A. and General Electric bids were 
based on furnishing crystal controlled 
equipment, and the Gamewell bid was 
on “master oscillator’*’ controlled equip- 
ment. Alderman Colby then wrote a 
letter to Mayor Childs telling of the 
superiority of the crystal controlled 
type, and urged that this type be pur- 
chased. Mayor Childs, however, eave 
the contract to the Gamewell Com- 
pany and the master oscillator type 
is being installed. 

The statement made by Colby on 
Monday night is as follows; 

TWO WAY POLICE RADIO SYSTEM 

I should like to make this final 
statement with relation to our two 
way police radio. 

As the last effort on my part to 
convince the Mayor that he should 
purchase transmitters for our police 
cars of the crystal controlled type. I 
wrote several weeks ago to the Chief 
Engineer of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in Washington ad- 
vising him that we were considering 
the installation of transmitters in our 
police cars to operate on the ultra 
high frequency radio police band and 
that a controversy had arisen as to 
the value of crystal controlled or 
master oscillator type of transmit- 
ters for this purpose and requesting 
comments from him as follows: 

1. As to which type we should buy. 

2. Whether in his opinion the mas- 
ter oscillator type of transmitter could 
be relied on to meet the present fre- 
quency stability requirements of the 
Commission. 

3. Whether there was a possibility 
that in the future the Commission 
would reduce the frequency tolerance 
for this type of service. 

In reply to this inquiry I received 
under date of November 19th from Mr. 
T. J. Slowie. Secretary of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, a 
letter of which the following is a 
substantial part 

"In this respect the Commis- 
sion does not issue type approval 
for equipment used in services 
other than broadcast but does re- 
quire that such equipment hold 
its assigned frequency within the 
tolerance requirements as set 
forth for the service in which 
the transmitter operates. It is 
believed that the majority of cities 
are replacing their master oscilla- 
tor equipment with that of the 
crystal controlled type since this 
latter apparatus appears to be 
of a more reliable nature and less 
susceptible to deviations in emit- 
ted frequency from the assigned 
frequenev. It has also been the 
policy of the Commission to re- 
quire less frequent checks of the 
transmitted frequency when the 
equipment installed Is of the crys- 
tal controlled type. 

With regard to the possible 
change in the tolerance require- 
ments of the emergency service 
it is impossible to predict future 
actions of the Commission in this 
respect. However, the Commis- 
sion’s technical requirements 
(Continued on Page 21

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THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE 

Some two thousands of persons have indicated their op- 
position to the proposal to change the zoning status of land 
between Washington street and the railroad tracks between 
Newton and Newtonville. It was intimated at the public hear- 
ing before an Aldermanic committee this week that the land 
would be used for a restaurant and gas station. From the point 
of view of these two types of businesses the location is prac- 
tically ideal, with thousands of cars using this main artery of 
the city daily. However, from many other points of view 
there is much that is undesirable. The close proximity to a 
church, together with the fact that the restaurant would prob- 
ably desire and require a Sunday victualler’s license is but one 
of these handicaps. The argument was proposed that if this 
land were made available that it would provide revenue for 
the city’s treasury. While the taxpayer’s burdens are sufficient- 
ly heavy and any further source of revenue would be welcome, 
the question is whether or not it is worth the price. We believe 
that the aldermen will reject the proposal and will continue 
to safeguard the best interests of the city in seeing that this 
land is used for desirable purposes only. 


DEMOCRACY AND COMMUNISM 

The Newton Veterans’ Council, comprised of ten representa- 
tives of veterans’ organizations in this city, has rejected a pro- 
test which had been placed before them urging them to 
actively protest the appearance of Earl Browder, Communist 
leader, at a meeting of the Newton Community Forum in 
February. The Council, emphasizing its disapproval of Com- 
munism, adopted a resolution to the effect that the ideal of 
the right of free speech in America must be upheld. We 
believe the majority of Newton residents will agree with this 
attitude. We would furthermore add that Browder’s appear- 
ance on the forum platform will not make Communists of as 
many people as might be the case were he barred from com- 
ing here. The many subversive “isms” of the present day, in 
general, and Communism in particular, thrive on adverse pub- 
licity and attempts to stifle public appearances. On the other 
hand true democracy must have free speech and liberty if it is 
to remain as the standard bearer of a better civilization.

Coliseum Inaugurated in A. D. 80 

The Coliseum, in Rome, repaired 
by the Italian government, was be- 
gun by Vespasian on the site of part 
of Nero’s famous Colden house and 
inaugurated by Titus in A. D. 80. 
It consisted originally of three ar- 
caded stories of stone and an upper 
gallery, originally of wood, which 
was rebuilt of stone in the present 
form sometime in the Third cen- 
tury. The Coliseum probably seat- 
ed between 40,000 and 50,000 people. 
It it elliptical in plan with its long 
axis, 615 feet, and its short axis, 510 
feet; its arena is 281 feet long and 
177 feet wide. Its total height to the 
top of the Third century stone 
screen wall is about 160 feet.

It will be obvious to any ono who 
reads this letter that although the 
Commission does not ami cannot is- 
sue type approval for this service 
that it favors the crystal controlled 
typo of equipment and believes that 
it is a more reliablo equipment for 
this service. 

It is also clear that although the 
futuro action of the Commission with 
relation to tolerance cannot bo anti- 
cipated definitely that nevertheless 
in view of the fact that technically 
crystal controlled transmitters can 
maintain the stability of the frequency 
within 1%. that the Commission will 
undoubtedly tighten up the tolerance 
requirements when the ability of the 
crystal controlled equipment to thus 
hold the frequency is universally rec- 
ognized. 

The statements which I have read 
coming from the highest authority in 
radio communication in this country 
would seem to justify the position 
that I have taken that this type of 
equipment should have been purchased 
by the Mayor if ho had clearly in 
mind the interest of the citizens of 
Newton. 

A bulletin issued on September 1 
of this year by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, and sent out to 
police departments throughout the 
country, contained the following para- 
graph — “Stations operating in the 
emergency service are at present re- 
quired to maintain their assigned fre- 
quency or frequencies within the tol- 
erance as indicated in Rule 111.30 
(3%). In order to insure this stabil- 
ity, frequency checks should be made 
frequently at regular intervals, de- 
pending on the stability of the fre- 
quency control equipment in the trans- 
mitter. In the case of high quality 
crystal controlled equipment capable 
of holding the transmitter on tlio as- 
signed frequency over long periods 
of time, bimonthly checks may only 
be necessary; whereas with some 
types of equipment having poor sta- 
bility. it may be necessary to pro- 
vide for continuous monitoring of the 
transmitter in order to maintain oper- 
ation within the required tolerance.”

Did Bass Viol To Be Used 
In Loyalty Sunday Service 


Tho growing interest and concern 
in regard to taxation problems caused 
the National Association of Renl Es- 
tato Boards to adopt a program of ac- 
tion designed to accomplish major ob- 
jectives towards an equitable solu- 
tion. Tho Nowton Board of tho Bos- 
ton Real Estate Exchange submits for 
publication tho following proposal, as 
the first of a six-point program, which 
havo been adopted as basic principles 
for tax action: 

Over-All Limitation 

We propose: That each state and 
territory of the United States, by con- 
stitutional amendment where posai 
ble, otherwise by statutory enactment 
specifically limit tho total amount of 
taxes which may be levied against any 
parcel of real estate within any one 
year, such over-all limit to be a fixed 
percentage of the true value of such 
parcel of real estate, preferably one 
percentum. 

This is “over-all limitation.” It is 
so called to distinguish it from the 
limitations on separato portions of 
the real estate tax now in effect in 
nearly all states. Overall limitation 
sets a maximum on the total taxes 
levied against any piece of real es- 
tate for all purposes. 

Real estate at present Is the only 
object of taxation which is not so 
protected. Laws levying taxes against 
other commodities state the limits: 

three cents on each gallon of gaso- 
line* *' — “2% of the total amount of the 
purchase price of the commodity” — 
“one cent on each package of twenty 
cigarettes.” Real estate tax laws 
leave to the whims of the tax spend- 
ing bodies, without check, the power 
to levy against real estate in any 
amount they see fit except in the nine 
states which havo enacted over all 
limitation measures. 

In those states which already have 
adopted this proposal the taxing 
powers havo been limited to a stated 
percentage of the value. In those 
states real estate taxes have been 
reduced and an approach already Is 
being made to an equitable tax sys- 
tem. Those states are Rhode Island. 
Ohio, Michigan. Indiana, Oklahoma. 
New Mexico. Washington, West Vir- 
ginia, and Nevada. The over-all lim- 
its range from %% to 5%. 

We suggest that the limit should 
not exceed 1%. This in effect would 
bo equivalent to an Income tax of 
approximately 25%, which Is surely 
all that real estate should, In equ.ty. 
he called upon to pay. The average 
real estate tax at present Is nearly 
three times this amount.

The churches are holding their serv- 
ices according to the new standard 
time, but it brings tho evening meet- 
ings so late that there is talk of 
changing the hour from 7:30 to 7:15, 
bringing It back to the actual time as 
before. 

Police authorities have undertaken 
to distribute material for Thanksgiv- 
ing dinners to tho deserving poor, out- 
side of Wards 1 and 7 which are 
taken care of by the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. City Marshal 
Hammond hns a list of poor and de- 
serving families, and any provisions 
sent to tho police stations will bo 
dealt out to those In need. 


A new device has been put Into use 
this week on the lines of the Suburban 
Telephone Company. To ascertain the 
exact time at any moment it is only 
necessary to listen at the telephone 
and a series of distinct beats In- 
dicating tho exact hour and minute 
will soon be heard: the numbers be- 
ing struck on the some system that 
the numbers of fire-alarm boxes are 
given. The ringing of the call will 
break the circuit and stop these pulsa- 
tions, for when the instruments are 
being used for talking, the time cur- 
rent is taken from the “ground,” and 
interrupted until the telephone has 
been replaced. This feature of tele- 
phone service is introduced without 
extra charge to subscribers. 


A tea party and dance will be given 
at City Hall on December 7 under 
the direction of Mrs. Capen. The 
proceeds are to he devoted to the 
West Newton Atheneum library for the 
purchase of books and other expenses. 


The West Newton Woman’s Educa- 
tional Society met on Tuesday after 
noon at the home of Mrs. J. P. Tol- 
man, about 60 people being present. 
An interesting address was given by 
Dr. Mary Safford of Boston upon “Aids 
to Moral Growth.” She spoke about 
the work being dono by moral educa- 
tion societies in hunting out the 
sources of immorality in schools, and 
she urged home instruction to offset 
outside evil Influences. 


The Boston & Albany has just fin- 
ished a high board fence at Auburn- 
dale on the north side of tho tracks, 
which effectually cuts the village in 
two and has aroused general Indigna- 
tion. The highway bridges are now 
the only means of crossing the tracks, 
and there Is a demand for a foot- 
bridge at the West end of the depot 
platform. The beauty of the vil- 
lage is about spoiled by the barri- 
cade, which a well known professsor 
says makes the place look like a cat- 
tle quarantine. 


The hearing before the City Coun- 
cil on Wednesday evening relative to 
taking land around Bullough’s Pond 
for a public park, was largely attend- 
ed and the most enthusiastic meet- 
ing yet held. Very little was said, 
however, about the proposed purchase 
— the hearing turned Into a reopening 
of the old question whether It would 
be better to have a large central park, 
or a small one for each village. City 
Engineer Noyes displayed a large map 
showing the boundaries of tho pro- 
posed park. D. W. Farouhar opened 
tho discussion In opposition. He said 
Newton hns a greater need for a sew- 
erage system than a large park. John 
, S. Farlow. Dr. O. E. Hunt, Ex-Mayor 
, Pulsifer. Robert R. Bishop and A. C. 
Walworth favored a large, central 
! park. Mr. Walworth said that better- 
ments on adjoining properties, put 
into a sinking fund, would pay for 
! tho cost of tho park. Tho park would 
■ include 174 acres of land, and the 
valuation put upon It is $86,666. 


At tho meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on motion of Alderman 
Cobh It was voted to Increase tho 
appropriation for the Fire Department 
from $24. 000 to $25,000, so that tho 
pay of the call firemen can be In- 
creased $15 per year. Mr. Cobh 
showed that firemen In Nowton are 
obliged to work harder than In some 
of the larger cities in the State, while 
receiving only half as much pay. Wor- 
cester. with only 47 alarms last year, 
pays call men $150 per year, while 
in Newton tho call men receive only 
from $70 to $100 per year, and so 
far this year havo answered 84 alarms. 
Many of theso nro for brush fires, 
which require long and hard work.

The writer admits, with regret, that 
he does very little walking, so our 
efforts in the past to obtnin more 
consideration for pedestrians in Now- 
ton cannot be ascribed to selflBh mo- 
tives, For many years we advocated 
the enforcement of the city ordin- 
ance relating to the shovelling of 
Rnow off sidewalks after storms. Be- 
fore the automobile era the police of 
Newton enforced this ordinance, but 
for a long time It had not been en- 
forced. A few years ago a special 
committee was appointed to study the 
matter of snow removal from side- 
walks. The result was that matters 
went from bad to worse, because a 
couple of years ago that special com- 
mittee presented a report, which was 
adopted by the then Board of Aider- 
men. That report recommended the 
abolition of the ordinance, more than 
50 years old, which compelled the 
clearing of snow from Improved side- 
walks in most sections of the city. 
It limited the compulsory clearing 
of snow from sidewalks to the bus- 
iness zones. It made had matters 
worse. We refer to this matter 
again, because since the recent snow- 
storms old residents of this city have 
complained to us that sidewalks 
which were cleared of snow In for- 
mer years, now are not shovelled. 
Pedestrians have to walk out on the 
streets, risking being hit by motor 
vehicles. The motto In Newton 
seems to be — “Pedestrians be d .” 


Another old resident of Newton 
asked us to give publicity to his 
grievance. He said that he faithfully 
clears tho snow from the sidewalk in 
front of his house, and then a truck 
comes along with a snowplow In front, 
pushes the snow partly back onto the 
sidewalk, and closes the opening tho 
complainant had dug to afford access 
to the street. He contends that the 
Street Department should have men 
with shovels clear away the snow 
which is piled up by the snowplows 
in front of footpaths and driveways. 


Two years ago the Board of Aider- 
men passed an ordinance forbidding 
all-night parking of automobiles on 
public streets. One reason for the 
passage of this ordinance was— that 
automobiles parked all night on 
streets, prevented the proper clearing 
of streets of snow by the trucks of the 
Street Department. The ordinance is 
not being enforced by the police, 
streets are still being used as ga- 
rages by many owners of automo- 
biles, and the Street Department is 
still being handicapped in snow re- 
moval as a result.

First Snow Worries 

It was good to see Winter get off at 
such a royal start last week-end. The 
sudden appearance of those becoming 
snow togs worn by young women made 
me feel as cheerful as if gazing at a 
rainbow and it wasn’t the colors alone. 
In spite of the procession of radiant 
beauty, I did give a little thought to one 
or two of the grave problems that 
arise after the first heavy fall of snow. 
Newton hasn’t yet become quite used 
to the city ordinance which requires 
sidewalks be cleared only in the busi- 
ness section. Some householders still 
hold to the old-fashioned custom of 
shoveling off sidewalks or having it 
done for them. But a great many cit- 
izens appear thankful there is no 
obligation. The ones that it has hit 
hardest are those who make a few dol- 
lars by shoveling. When snow re- 
moval was compulsory they had plenty 
of work but now the jobs are limited to 
steps and paths and there isn’t any- 
thing like the money in it there used to 
be. In case there may exist some 
question, I wish to state that I have 
it on excellent authority there is no 
law against having your sidewalks 
cleared. The authorities will offer no 
objection whatever if you wish to show 
some consideration for pedestrians and 
see that there are no snow mounds 
or ice packs to impede tho progress 
of those obliged to walk. Of course 
this may be changed at any time — you 
never can tell what these aldermen 
will do. 


Pups and Patience 

It would be something this depart- 
ment could brag about if we could pro- 
mote a better understanding in places 
where such a thing is badly needed. It 
is a good deal of u tax on the general 
supply of vitality to attempt to per- 
suade people to change their line of 
thought unci consequently I have long 
since refrained from convincing folks 
afraid of dogs not to give way to it. 
Often wo read of a barking and biting 
dog thut has brought its owner into 
court. Now and then some ardent 
friend of all dogs writes to the papers 
to show that the fault is more likely 
that of the human.

War Scare Close-up 
There resides in London a friend of 
mine whom I have known since boy- 
hood. His letters are to me always 
extremely Interesting.

Here is an excerpt 
I feel you’d like to read: “You have 
read in the papers much about tho 
wur scare. It was actual. Guns in 
the parks, trenches for civilian shelt-

fields, etc. Ancient guns, many of 
them useless. Gus musks distributed 
in the middle of tho night. Hundreds 
of thousands running away into tho 
country. School children being sent 
away by local authorities. Hospitals 
told to evacuute all movuhlo patients 
and gut 40,000 beds ready for air 
raid casualties. Oolllns ordered by 
the tens of thousunds und expectation 
of 200,000 dead in the streets within a 
week. All this without exaggeration 
on my purt. Personal worries seem 
tiny compared with ull these possibili- 
ties, und yet whenever I spoke with 
people here during the time, it wus 
their own little lumily affairs that were 
uppermost.”

Right to Wear Amethyst 

At Pleasure of the King 

The amethyst was in days gone 
by, regarded as a royal stone of n 
regal color, the right to wear which 
was bestowed by the king on his 
"inspired men.” Hence, the ame- 
thyst denoted royal dignity and was 
supposed to oppose evil, drunken- 
ness and nil intemperance, says a 
writer in the Montreal Herald. 

The amethyst is supposed to 
have been the ninth stone in the 
breast plnte of Moses. It was very 
popular among the Egyptians and 
was carved by them. A famous col- 
lection has a large pale amethyst 
engraved with the head of a Syrian 
king. 

The amethyst is a species of 
transparent violet colored quartz 
supposed to oppose the effects of 
the fumes of intoxicants. To enjoy 
the full vibration, the amethyst 
must be worn on the third finger of 
the left hand. It is supposed to be 
a charm against death from ar- 
rows. Soldiers carried it on the 
field of battle in Egypt. This prac- 
tice was also carried into the Mid- 
dle ages and many amethysts were 
worn for the terrible wars of the pe- 
riod. 

There is a lovely allegorical leg- 
end telling that Dionysus, enamored 
of a graceful nymph pressed his 
love upon her, but Diana intervened, 
transforming her into a lovely pur- 
ple amethyst. In respect for the 
transformed nymph, Dionysus 
vowed that whosoever wore the 
amethyst would be protected from 
the evils of intoxicating wines. 

This stone has always been re- 
garded as symbolic of the pioneer 
in thought and action on the philo- 
sophical, religious, spiritual and 
material planes. It has also been 
long regarded as a charm against 
witchcraft, poison, and evil thought. 
It is also a charm for the securing 
of the favor of princes. 


Lamerie, Silver Worker, 

Was a Famous Craftsman 

Paul Lamerie, the great silver- 
smith, was of French Huguenot de- 
scent and was born in 1688, and died 
in 1751. He was one of a group of 
French refugee silversmiths who 
came to England in the first half 
of the Eighteenth century and set- 
tled there. These craftsmen brought 
with them a new refinement of style 
and delicacy of workmanship which 
had helped to pave the way for the 
beauty of the Queen Anne period. 
Lamerie, however, was considered 
far above his contemporaries in this 
work, notes Alice R. Rollins in the 
Los Angeles Times. His supremacy 
was shown not only in his creative 
genius but in his superb workman- 
ship. 

At the beginning of the Eighteenth 
century and through the Queen 
Anne period, silver was of high qual- 
ity and was characterized by simple 
form and design. But following 
upon this appeared that form of 
ornamentation called the rococo 
which had its effect on all the arts. 
In England this desire for more 
elaborate adornment resulted in 
the standard of the quality of the 
silver metal being raised so that it 
was much softer and finer than the 
decoration of silver in repousse, en- 
graving and pierced work; and re- 
sulted in the ornate designs we find 
in thi« period. 


•Boy Stood on Burning Deck’ 

The battle of the Nile in August, 
1798, is the episode memorialized in 
the poem "Casablanca.” The lines 
first appeared in the second edition 
of "Forest Sanctuary," published in 
1829. Louis Casabianca, French 
naval officer, was mortally wounded 
on August 1, 1798. His ten-year-old 
son, Giacomo Jocante Casabianca, 
was with him on board ship. Louis 
Casabianca was in command of the 
Orient, which bore the flag of Ad- 
miral Brueys. When the latter was 
killed, Casabianca, though badly 
wounded, fought the burning ship 
to the end and perished with most 
of the crew. His little son refused 
to leave him, and both were killed 
in the exploding of the ship. 


Woman Made Lincoln Statue 

Vinnie Ream was the first woman 
to be awarded a federal art com- 
mission by the United States gov- 
ernment, to make Lincoln’s statue. 
The contract was signed on August 
30, 1866. Five thousand dollars was 
paid when the statue was complet- 
ed. For many years it has stood in 
the rotunda of the Capitol in Wash- 
ington. Lincoln sat every day for 
approximately five months for the 
young sculptress, who had little in- 
struction. At the time she had a 
government position. Miss Ream 
was permitted to absent herself 
from her work on condition that 
her assignment not be affected by 
her art work in connection with the 
execution of the President’s statue 


The ‘Fugleman* 

The West Indian Negroes, such 
as one finds on the island of 
Jamaica, have a sense of rhythm 
that is amazing, and like the old- 
time deep sea sailors, they do their 
best work while singing They are 
always led in their songs by a man 
known as the "fugleman," who re- 
ceives higher wages than the other 
laborers. He starts each "song" 
which lasts only a few minutes, by 
singing a short phrase of the song, 
und the gang around him shouts in 
chorus. The fugleman must possess 
on extensive repertoire, as it is 
customary to start a new song ev* 
ery five minutes or so throughout 
the day.

Over 2000 Protest 
Zone Change 

(Continued from page 1) 


appeared at City Hall relative to at- 
tempts to get gasoline stations or 
zone changes near the church proper- 
ty’. He said there was no need of him 
making a set speech, but he would 
present a petition signed by’ over 2000 
members of the parish protesting 
against the proposed change. Father 
Sheridan said tho city fathers in past 
years who loved Newton planned beau- 
tiful approaches for this city and saw 
that all buildings were removed from 
the strip of land between Washington 
st. and the railroad tracks. He referred 
to the abandoned coal yard opposite 
the church, and termed It "No Man’s 
Land.” Its owners do not use it, but 
must pay taxes on It. It is a menace 
to children, as it is on a level with the 
tracks, and the children take a short 
cut through the former coal yard and 
across the tracks toward Cabot Park 
playground. He said something should 
be done to correct this condition. He 
commented that the city recently 
bought the Maglinchy property on Elm 
rd. to “square off" the high school 
grounds. 

The city might well take the old 
coal yard to end the menace of the 
children crossing the railroad tracks, 
and protect the school of Our Lady’s 
parish, which for over 10 years has 
annually been saving Newton tax- 
payers large sums of money. Father 
Sheridan said that if business is al- 
lowed on the land In question. It will 
he the opening wedge for business all 
along Washington st. from Newton to 
West Newton. He stated that no one 
knows what types of business might 
locate on the railroad land. 

Lawrence Stanley. representing 
the Stnnley heirs who own property 
on Washington st.. opposite the site 
of the proposed filling station and res- 
taurant. objected to the petition. He 
said that If a restaurant is located 
there, later on liquor may be sold, 
and the place kept open until late 
hours, thus causing a nuisance. Jos- 
eph Chovarley of Thornton st. said 
he is a life-long member of Our La- 
dy’s Parish, and that because of the 
educational expenses that the schools 
of that parish have saved the city, 
that the property should he protected 
by the city. Replying to Chevarley, 
Mr. Gallagher said that he has been 
a member of Our Lady’s Parish for 
about 50 years and would do noth- 
ing to injure it. He and Father Sher- 
idan exchanged assertions of mutual 
friendship. Father Sheridan said 
that while Mr. Gallagher’s participa- 
tion in the controversy was "all In 
a day’s work.” the matter means 
something more to him. Clifford 
White, representing the Newtonvllle 
Improvement Association, and Ed- 
ward H. Powers as president of the 
Ward 1 Improvement Association, 
both stated that these organizations 
object to the zoning change as asked 
for in the petition.

Displacement tonnage Is the weight of 
the water displaced by a ship when 
fully loaded and ready to sail, while 
gross tonnage, not a measurement of 
weight, at ail. is figured on the basis 
of one gross ton being equal to ion 
cubic feet of enclosed space.

Want Zoning Law 
Made More Strict 

Henry C. Cummings of the Oak 
Hill Improvement Association ap- 
peared before the Clnlms and Rules 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
on Wednesday night and presented 
the following communication from 
that association: 

"The Oak Hill District Improve- 
ment Association is distinctly In fa- 
vor of the amendment to the Zoning 
Ordinnnco which contemplates ex- 
tending Its control of use of buildings 
to ‘use of land’ as well. 

"It believes this further control is 
necessary to prevent exploitation of 
land by those who would ignore the 
spirit of the Ordinance, such as, the 
technical . disposal of soil and gravel 
by other means than by direct sale. 
It feels this further control may help 
to regulate the questionable practice 
of those who would use resfdentlally 
zoned areas for temporary business 
use, such as. the ‘outdoor parking of 
building equipment and fleets of ten- 
ton trucks’ — which obviously cannot 
be justified in a residential area. It 
believes this further control will give 
property owners greater protection 
from those who would ‘commercialize 
and circumvent’ the Ordinance for 
their particular advantage. 

"We hope your committee will rec- 
ommend acceptance of this happy ad- 
dition to our Zoning Ordinance."

E-rok, Pronunciation of 

Iraq, Name for Kingdom 

Occidentals pronounce Iraq E-rok, 
with the accent on the final sylla- 
ble. Iraq is the Arab name for tho 
kingdom which occupies practically 
tho whole of the Euphrates valley— 
Mesopotamia. 

It is a region about the size of 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylva- , 
nia and Ohio combined, but the 
boundaries are rather hazy. The 
country is a plain which lies be- 
tween Persia, the Persian gulf, the 
Arabian and Syrian deserts and 
Kurdistan. 

The climate is hot and rather un- 
healthful, but the Tigris-Euphrates 
region is wonderfully fertile and ir- 
rigation, says a writer in the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, would re- 
store the land to the prosperity of 
the davs when Bagdad was one of 
the world’s great capitals and the 
deeds of the Caliph Haroun A1 Rash- 
id were weaving themselves into 
“The Thousand and One Nights.” 

Down from Mosul, which occupies , 
the site of ancient Nineveh, to Bag- I 
dad, runs one of the links of the I 
famous Bcrlin-to-Bagdad railway 
which was one day to have cement- ! 
ed the central powers. The Brit- J 
ish, who wrested Iraq from the 
Turks in 1917, extended this road to 
Basra, or Bassorah, near the gulf. 
The British mandatory rights, how- 
ever, were formally renounced and 
the independence of Iraq recog- 
nized by a treaty signed at Bagdad 
June 30, 1930. 

Iraq has great petroleum re- 
sources, ranking eighth in the 
world’s supply. The country grows 
cotton, dates, tobacco, wheat, sheep, 
cattle and silkworms with equal 
success. 


Gen. Winfield Scott Was 

Prominent Military Man 

Gen. Winfield Scott, born near 
Petersburg, Va., June 13, 1786, con- 
tributed almost half a century of 
public service to his country and 
for the last 20 years of his military 
career was commanding general of 
the United States army. 

The soldier who was called “Fuss 
and Feathers” because of his severe 
discipline and dignity, won his 
greatest military fame in the bril- 
liant Mexican campaign of 1847. 
However, he is credited with being 
a main factor in ending the War of 
1812 as well as averting several 
others, recalls Leslie Hartley in the 
Washington Star. 

It is of especial interest that while 
Scott was restoring order in the con- 
quered Mexican territory he sent 
home from local revenues $118,000 
to be applied to an army asylum 
which afterward became Soldiers’ 
home. 

Though his country paid him 
many honors for his military serv- 
ice, he was denied the supreme rec- 
ognition he desired — the office of 
the presidency. 

At the outbreak of the Civil war 
he remained at the head of the 
United States armies until Novem- 
ber, 1861, and died at West Point 
May 29, 1866. 


Giant’s Causeway, a Wonder 
The remarkable group of basaltic 
columns on the north coast of Ire- 
land known as the Giant’s cause- 
way, or courseway, ranks as a 
world’s wonder. These rocks pro- 
ject 300 feet out into the North 
channel near Bengore head, about 
eight miles from Portrush. The 
name originated from a legend that 
they were once part of a bridge or 
causeway over which giants passed 
between Ireland and Scotland. Ac- 
cording to geologists this interest- 
ing formation has some natural con- 
nection with the basaltic formations 
on StafTa island, near the coast of 
Scotland, and is apparently the re- 
sult of an upheaval of basalt during 
the Tertiary period. Ages of ero- 
sion have left a line of perpendicu- 
lar cliffs 500 feet in height. The 
individual columns of the Giant’s 
causeway, of which there are some 
40,000, are cut as if by mathemati- 
cal calculation and so closely are 
they connected that water cannot 
pass between them. It is hard for 
the spectator to realize they were 
not carved by human hands. Their 
height ranges from 15 to 36 feet 
and their diameter from 15 to 30 
inches. Most of them are pentago- 
nal and hexagonal. 


First U. S. -China Trade 

Immediately after the Revolution, 
in the year 1784, the famous Robert 
Morris and others fitted out the Em- 
press of China to trade with China. 
The cargo consisted chiefly of gin- 
seng, and teas and other goods were 
brought buck. When the American 
ship reached China the Chinese 
were told they were from America, 
and after some difficulty the Chi- 
nese finally understood the story 
and how they differed from the Eng- 
lish that they knew of. “The New 
People” the Chinese called the 
Americans. The profits of the ven- 
ture amounted to some $30,000, 
about one-quarter of the investment. 


The Eternal 

Over the triple doors of the Milan 
cathedral there are three inscrip- 
tions spanning the splendid arches. 
Over one is carved a wreath of 
roses “All that which pleases is 
but for u moment.” Over the other 
there is a sculptured cross, und 
underneath are the words: “All that 
which troubles is but for a mo- 
ment.” While underneath the great 
central entrance to the main aislu 
is the inscription: “That only is 
important which is eternal. ”

this circumstance, Judge Mahoney 
commented that a judge is a law- 
yer who was a friend of some 
Governor. While this frankness will 
not meet with the approval of many 
members of the judiciary, people in 
general will say — “Ain’t it the 
Truth!”

The hunting season is witli us again, 
and in many homes there will bo 
mourning for a family friend whose 
fate is unknown. 

This year, as in the past, scores 
of dogs will he stolen by tinhorn hunt- 
ers who, with no dogs of their own, 
pick up any likely breed that comes 
along. Theso thieves keep their ill 
acquired hunting companions for a 
weekend of shooting, or until the sea- 
son closes: then they abandon the ani- 
mal. Few hunters, who stoop to steal- 
ing a dog, have the consideration to 
return the animal to tho locality in 
which it was dognapped. Once In a 
while one of these stolen dogs returns 
to its former home, footsore, thin, its 
coat matted with mud and burrs, but 
in most cases, owners search and 
wait in vain for the return of their 
pets. 

There is supposed to he a code of 
decency among sportsmen, but obvi- 
ously not all hunters are sportsmen. 

Police have uncovered organized dog- 
napping gangs, who at this time of 
year are in full operation. They steal 
hunting dogs in one locality, then 
transport and sell them in another. I 
personally have known thievery so 
braaen that dogs kenneled in a wire 
inclosure were stolen. If you own a 
hunting dog. who is accustomed to run- 
ning loose around the neighborhood, 
my advice would be to tie him up at 
home until the hunting season has 
passed.

A woman in Detroit suing for di- 
vorce asked for the custody of the 
family dog. declaring that her hus- 
band was ruining its character by tak- 
ing it to beer gardens. 

There are a few people who extol 
the beer drinking capacity of their 
dog. and it is true that most dogs 
will drink beer, and even some will 
lap up a stronger drink. It Is cruel, 
however, to give a dog even a drop 
of intoxicating liquor, except for med- 
icinal purposes.

Newton entertained a successful 
son on Sunday when Mayor Harold 
H. Burton of Cleveland was the 
speaker at tho community forum In 
the high school auditorium. De- 
scribing new horizons In city govern- 
ment. he listed problems of munici- 
pal administration and gave the cur 
rent solutions adopted In Cleveland. 
He said, “Tho critical problem of 
democracy and its survival lies In 
the metropolitan areas. In whatever 
metropolitan area wo live, we owo 
it to our community and to ourselves 
to make democracy work there.” 

Mayor Burton listed crime preven- 
tion, welfare, labor relations, taxa- 
tion, housing and recreation as par- 
ticular urban problems. 

Tho WPA furnishes the most seri- 
ous potential problem, he said, and 
warned that chaotic collapse of gov- 
ernment wouuld follow any sudden 
suspension of WPA expenditures. 

The speaker pointed to new prob- 
lems of such magnitude that city gov- 
ernment Is forced to rely on state 
facilities, and he urged that real es- 
tate be protected from sudden tax 
demands by city government and that 
the state be recognized as a collect- 
ing agency able to levy special sales 
taxes in hehalf of municipalities. 

Mayor Burton said that recent po- 
litical history In Cleveland shows the 
ability of independent voters to con- 
trol the policies of their own city In 
disregard of strong party machines 
and of national disputes

55 YEARS AGO

At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Wednesday evening Miss 
Emily Dyer of Newton was appointed 
a teacher in the Bigelow School on 
probation. 


Never has there been a more beau- 
tiful Thanksgiving than this year. The 
churches drew their usual small con- 
gregations, but the home celebrations 
nnd the dinners showed no decline in 
New England’s great festival. 


The Newton Y. M. C. A. made 65 
poor Newton families happy on 
Thanksgiving with supplies for din- 
ners. The expense was about $150 
and the association wishes to thank 
those who contributed funds and pro- 
visions. 


The blowing down of the long dis- 
used icehouse on Cherry st., West 
Newton, near the Waltham line is a 
source of satisfaction to the public 
ns it has been a rendezvous for 
tramps and rowdies. 


The citizens’ caucus called on Fri- 
day evening by members of both po- 
litical parties who are opposed to the 
present method of running city affairs 
on party lines, nominated Alderman 
J. Wesley Kimball of Newtonville for 
Mayor, and the Republican ticket for 
tho other city offices with a few 
changes. The meeting was a lively 
one but for the most part good-na- 
tured and enthusiastic. D. W. Far- 
quhar called the meeting to order 
and said that the large number pres- 
ent is evidence of interest in city af- 
fairs. Charles W. Shepard was elect- 
ed chairman. D. W. Farquhar pre- 
sented the name of J. Wesley Kim- 
ball for Mayor. He alluded to the 
peculiar history of the contest. He 
said Mayor Ellison had informed his 
friends that he would not run again, 
thereupon two of the Aldermen were 
asked to sign a complimentary peti- 
tion asking him to accept a third 
term. They signed it, the Mayor then 
consented to run again, and his 
friends claim that these two aiders 
men are barred out from running 
against him. That action is tainted 
with what is not honest politics. The 
nomination was received with cheers, 
and was seconded by J. W. Stover. 
Some objection being made to nom- 
inating, by acclamation, Alderman 
Edwin O. Childs demanded that any- 
one who had anything against Aider- 
man Kimball should speak out. He 
said — "There has been altogether too 
much insinuation in this campaign.” 
On motion of E. A. Paddock a hand 
vote was taken. Mr. Kimball re- 
ceived 170 votes, Lucius G. Pratt 4, 
Vernon Carpenter 3, Charles Robin- 
son, Jr., 2. On motion of George 
Pike tho vote was made unanimous. 


City politics in Newton are no long- 
er to be of the tranquil, cut and dried 
description that has been the rule 
the past few years. The citizens’ or- 
ganization with the name of J. Wes- 
ley Kimball at the head of its tick- 
et, is well underway and promises 
to make a good showing at the polls 
next Tuesday. A good deal of hard 
feeling has been excited between the 
two sides. The leaders of the Ellison 
side charge Mr. Kimball with stulti- 
fying himself by accepting the can- 
didacy after he had pledged himself, 
as they assert, not to oppose Mayor 
Ellison. Mr. Kimball’s friends charge 
that the other side withdrew the May- 
or’s name, then tried to get all pos- 
sible opponents out of the way by a 
sharp trick. What a pity it is that 
mud slinging should bo considered a 
necessary part of the campaign. The 
presence of an opposition ticket, 
strongly backed, cannot fail to have 
a healthful influence on local poli- 
tics, which are run too much in ruts. 


Neither of the Protestant churches 
at Upper Falls read Governor Ben 
ButUr’s Thanksgiving Day proclama- 
tion, but Rev. E. B. Bary at the Bap- 
tist church made comments on it in 
a way that didn’t please the Gov- 
ernor’s friends, and a couple in the 
congregation became disgusted and 
left tho church. Someone pasted a 
copy of the proclamation on the 
church door Wednesday evening. 

At the meeting of the Common 
Council on Monday night Councilman 
Powers read a letter from Otis N. 
Howland of Skinner Hill, stating that 
street lights had been put out at 
10:30 last Friday night, one of the 
darkest nights of the season. The 
street committee was asked to in- 
vestigate the way the contractors 
are performing the duty of lighting 
and extinguishing the lights.

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In tho Boston Herald on Monday 
was a page-width photograph showing 
a three weeks’ accumulation of ash- 
es, rubbish nnd refuse in a residential 
section between the South End nnd 
Roxbury, duo to the failure of tho 
Boston Street Department to make its 
regular collections of refuse and rub- 
bish. It is not difllcult to Understand 
why residents of Nowton, Brookline, 
Milton, Winchester, and other well- 
conducted suburbs of Boston, do not 
want their communities annexed to the 
big citv. 

Next week a new activity will be 
started by the City of Newton — a pre- 
school clinic that will be conducted 
at City Hall under the direction of the 
Health Department. An expert pedia- 
trician, with tho assistance of a dental 
hygienist, nutritionist, and nurses of 
the Health Department, will examine 
youngsters between the ages of IV 2 
nnd 5 years, and give advice to moth- 
ers on the caro of the little ones. For 
many years Newton has had physicians 
and nurses guarding the health of our 
school children. Now, another step 
is taken, and the health of children 
under school nge is to bo protected, 
so that they may arrive at school ago 
physically fit. Times have changed. 
When the writer first went to school 
in Newton, and for many years after, 
no physicians came to schools to exam- 
ine children, and there were no school 
nurses. A couple of years later, how- 
ever, a “nurse” was appointed to visit 
the schools. She was not, however, 
concerned with the health of the chil- 
dren, and her title was somewhat mis- 
leading. Her duty was to examine the 
heads of children whom teachers ob- 
served habitually scratching their cra- 
niums. She should have been more 
properly called an inspector, or a 
“hunter." But, she never had to exam- 
ine our red head. Our mother used to 
wash it thoroughly every week. 


An old Newton Centre resident com- 
plained to us last week about the use 
of the flagstaff at the village green 
there for the display of flags advertis- 
ing drives for philanthropic purposes. 
He said that flagstaff is the War Me- 
morial of Newton Centre, therefore 
sacred, and should be used only for 
the display of tho national flag. 


Citizens of the U. S. A. pride them- 
selves on being members of the most 
intelligent, progressive and wide-awake 
nation in the world. And yet the U. S. 
A. has allowed Germany to make an 


economic conquest of San Salvador, a 
little Centrnl America country, nnd 
Italian air-forco fliers to assume con- 
trol of tho small air force of that coun- 
try, and obtain virtual charge of its 
airport, a short flying distance from 
tho Panama Canal. Can you imagine 
Italy or Germany permitting the U. S. 
A. (or any other country) acquiring 
such an advantage near their domains? 


In recent months there has been an 
alarming increase in the number of 
“bag snatching” robberies in Greater 
Boston, and several instances of this 
cowardly type of crime have occurred 
in this city. Tuesday night a 15-year- 
old boy grabbed a pocketbook from a 
woman in Roxbury, was captured by 
policemen, taken to the station house 
and his family notified. His mother 
and sister came to take him home, and 
the latter gave the culprit a slap 
across the face that almost floored 
him. According to Boston newspapers, 
Lieut. Kelly, in charge of the police 
station, remarked when the erring 
youth received the wallop from his 
sister — “That is better medicine than 
we could give.” Tho hoy begged to bo 
allowed to remain at the station. There 
are many who think similar to Lieut. 
Kelly. They believe that youths who 
indulge in robberies, or other such 
crimes, would be more apt to be saved 
from becoming criminals if they re- 
ceived thrashings, instead of being sent 
to so-called reform schools where they 
become the associates of others worse 
than themselves. And a sound whip- 
ping would serve as a better deterrent 
in the case of many wayward youths 
than a coddling lecture from some al- 
leged criminologist. 


In last Sunday’s papers was a 
statement from Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles Goodwin urging cities in 
this State to restrict the speed of 
automobiles in cities to 25 miles per 
hour. He cited the wonderful results 
in the safety campaign at Providence 
since such a speed limit has been 
set in that large city and enforced. 
Unquestionably there will be a large 
decrease in deaths caused by automo- 
biles if cities would adopt Mr. Good- 
win’s recommendation. Many cities, 
however, have outlying sections where 
30 miles per hour would be a safe 
speed. It would be more practical 
if cities in Massachusetts adopt the 
system used in Rhode Island and 
Connecticut and have signs placed 
along streets showing speed limits 
for different sections. This recom-

“Vox Populi” Silent 
If you should get a notion that al- 
though this Is December something 
seems to be missing and you can’t for 
the life of you think what, it may 
be that I can tell. I certainly hope 
you are hazy or even slightly bewil- 
dered so the fun will be mine. Every- 
body enjoys the lofty attitude of a 
teacher and pushing intelligence 
along. And that is why I would shake 
an admonitory finger and say, 
“You’ve forgotten already that last 
year Newton did away with annual 
municipal elections so we skip 1938 
and don’t vote again for city fathers 
until 1939!” The next thing is to 
determine the success of biennial city 
elections. Seems to me it will be 
proved whenever you hear it said, 
“Well, thank heaven we didn’t have 
the nuisance of going to the polls 
again this year.” 


Marks That Don’t Count 

It wasn’t so long ago that we re- 
ceived the new editions of the big and 
little telephone directories to which 
Newton subscribers are entitled. Now 
comes the question, how long may we 
expect to keep the covers free from 
pencil marks, providing, of course, 
the books are not mislaid. The temp- 
tation to put writing, scrawls, etc., on 
the cover of a telephone directory is 
something only a few noble souls are 
able to resist. 

Some covers are free from anything 
of the kind and that indicates, with- 
out doubt, a well-ordered household. 
But I have seen many a directory that 
possessed a wealth of fantastic pen- 
cllings. It must be that there are 
people who no sooner come In contact 
with a telephone book than they are 
seized with an impulse to draw. Pos- 
sibly delay in putting through the 
call, or waiting for a non-busy line on 
the other end invites the artistic in- 
stinct to display itself. 

The other day I came across a 
Inrge telephone book with about every 
kind of design in pencil on the cover. 
That must have been a home of con- 
stant telephone users. There wore re- 
vealed numbers, initials, clock dials, 
wheels, plain and fnney circles, tri- 
angles, squares, sketches of human 
profiles, animals, ships and no end of 
things — none of them well executed 
nnd most of them very crude. I 
trust thnt no one will he discouraged 
from continuing to draw whenever 
nnd wherever they can find a tele- 
phone hook nnd a pencil. On the con- 
trary I would encourago them as I 
feel confident it steadies tho nerves. 


Couldn't Discourage Him 
It is not infrequently thnt I am 
asked advice by those young peoplo 
who would embark on a literary 
career. Whenever they do I correct 
their first error by pointitng nut thnt 
newspaper work Ih one thing nnd 
writing novels, poetry and plnys quite 
another. nut I would sny to nil 
that whether it bo nows writing or 
books, defeatism should have no place 
in one’s formula. Industry, patience 
and willingness to keep plugging in 


the face of many rejections is abso- 
lutely necessary. Then it is well not 
to be too placid In “taking it on the 
chin.” As an illustration let me tell 
of a friend of mine who had plenty of 
nerve as well as talent, and who final- 
ly made the grade in good stylo. lie 
called upon an editor with several 
samples of his writing, insisting thoy 
were most desirable for general read- 
ing and if anything far and above the 
average. The editor, after looking 
over much of the author’s offerings, 
said, “These are all right but I have 
a half-dozen men on my staff who 
can write stuff as good as this.” 
“Indeed,” the ambitious young man 
snapped back, “then why don’t they?” 


This Keeping-warm Business 

On days when the weather is par- 
ticularly sharp, it is good fun. if you 
have time for it, to observe tho dif- 
ferent methods people employ to keep 
themselves warm or somewhere near 
approaching that condition. Not, you 
understand, tho clothing they wear 
but the physical effort expended. I 
think the most common of all is 
pinching one’s own ears. Perhaps 
I’m wrong and should give first place 
to the act of running one hand over 
tho other or rubbing both together. 

I think one has to be pretty cold 
to swing one’s arms In a sort of am- 
orous windmill movement. I know 
that drivers on slow moving vehicles 
usually resort to this and I suspect it 
is done only when absolutely neces- 
sary. Stamping the feet, I believe, 
represents another extreme as it de- 
mands and consumes vitality. There 
are those who think that dancing 
about, minus music, keeps them from 
freezing and I wouldn’t wonder if 
they achieved some benefit. I sup- 
pose I could go on further but pru- 
dence suggests otherwise. As likely 
ns not I may be telling all this to 
folks who either know ns well ns I 
do how to keep warm or are going 
South for tho winter and need not 
worry about it.

Laugh if you wish at the horse and 
buggy days but it was a great deal 
safer to coast on the public streets 
when Old Dobbin was drawing either 
a sleigh or a four-wheel conveyance. 
A horse could ho pulled up short and 
collision avoided. Who dares pre- 
tend that it is possible to check the 
progress of a motor vehicle in any 
such manner, especially when the 
surface of the road is slippery? 

Please don’t spoil my theorizing 
by saying that children should not 
coast on public streets anyway — I 
know they shouldn’t with conditions 
such ns they are today. I wish thoy 
might If thoy could got the fun out 
of It thnt wo did years ngo. The 
sport wo derived from tho double-run- 
ner was fully as thrilling as skiing, 
I’ll sny. And I’ll back belly-bump 
against tobogganing nny time. Not 
that tho old times wore any better, 
but to mo thoy wore equally good. I 
think wo worked a little harder for 
our fun but we had plenty of it.

The demands on it by New- 
ton residents made It necessary to 
place the store under the manage- 
ment of a man experienced In all 
branches of photography. 


Motorcycle Squad 
No Longer Active 

The motorcycle squad of the New- 
ton Police Department, which for the 
past 2 years lias been nn important 
factor in reducing nutomobllc acci- 
dents nnd fntnlitles in Newton, censed 
to function on Wednesday nnd the 
seven men in the squad wore as- 
signed to other duties. The squad 
consisted of nine men until a few 
weeks ago. Four motorcycles were 
operated on dny and night shifts by 
eight men, and one man was on relief 
duty. Then one of the overworked, 
small motorcycles was destroyed 
by flro, and no action was taken to 
replace it. The next episode In the 
elimination of Newton’s police mo- 
torcycle squad was the refusal of the 
Board of Aldermen at the meeting on 
November 28 to appropriate $200 ad- 
ditional asked for maintenance of the 
police department’s automobiles. The 
Board had appropriated $6500 for this 
purpose in tho budget, and Chief 
Hughes had reported that ho had 
been informed by Serg. Mechanic Cul- 
len that up to the last of November 
$6200 of that sum had been expended. 
Inasmuch ns the average monthly ex- 
penditure for the care of the police 
automobiles nnd motorcycles has been 
$500, in order to keep tho police cars 
in operation, Chief Hughes decided 
that the use of the motorcycles must 
he discontinued temporarily. 

Lnst year the automobile division 
of the police department expended 
$5771 for automobile maintenance. For 
this year $7525 was asked, hut the 
Board cut this figure to $5500, and 
an additional $1000 was later appro- 
priated. If the Aldermen will appro- 
priate $200 at the meeting of the 
Board next Monday night, tho three 
motorcycles will probably be again In 
operation on Newton’s streets to safe- 
guard traffic. 


Recommend River 
Road Extension 


The Metropolitan Planning Board In 
its annual report, issued on Wednes- 
day will recommend to the Legisla- 
ture among other highway projects, 
the continuation of the Metropolitan 
parkway along the South side of 
Charles River from the Galen st. 
bridge at Watertown to Bridge st. at 
Nonantum, thence along the river to 
the Waltham line, and continuing 
along the river in Waltham to Wes- 
ton st. in that town. This extension 
of tho river parkway has been urged 
for several years, and last year Repre- 
sentative Leo Landry of Watertown 
as active in this matter. 


Newton Youth’s Car 
Kills Boston Woman 


An automobile driven by Robert 
D. Hurley, 21, of Chestnut st„ West 
Newton, was alleged to have hit and 
killed Margaret McLeod, 25. em- 
ployed as a domestic In the Back Bay, 
as tho young woman was crossing 
Commonwealth ave. near Sherborn 
st., Boston, early Thursday morning. 
Hurley was arrested by Boston police 
and arraigned in the Roxbury court 
yesterday. He pleaded not guilty to 
charges of driving while under the 
influence of liquor, driving so as to 
endanger the lives of the public, and i 
manslaughter. His case was con- j 
tinned until December 21.

She Is now a mem- 
ber of tho staff of the Baker Me- 
morial Hospital and Mass. General 
Hospital, nnd a member of tho cour- 
tesv staff of the Children’s Hospital.

It 
Is an Illustrious name, made famous 
by one of the most outstanding citi- 
zens in the history of this country, 
and tho thousands of Newton citizens 
who attended the old Franklin School 
during its more than 6fi years of ex- 
istence, will approve the Mayor’s 
choice.

The Newton Board of Health in 
unanimously refusing to grant the 
permit, states that Individually and 
as a group they have carefully exam- 
ined the land in question. They state 
that because much of the land ad- 
joins the Charles River, and that the 
area in its present condition contains 
swampland, excavated hollows which 
are filled with pools of water, and 
Is otherwise unsuited for burial pur- 
poses. that it would not grant a per- 
mit until such time as the land will 
have been properly filled In and 
graded. The Roard of Health also 
states that on legal advice It finds 
that It cannot grant a provisional per- 
mit. based on the condition that the 
area would be properly filled and 
graded.

Later, in 
tlie Auditorium, after a cordial wel- 
come, Mrs. Tracy asked for a few 
words from the guests of honor who 
were on the platform. 

Miss Louise Balch, newly-elected 
president of the Junior Club in New- 
tonville, thanked their Senior Club 
sponsors for their guidance in forming 
tlie Club, and stated that tlie Juniors 
were “hopeful of progressing in leaps 
and hounds.” 

Mrs. Kdgar P. Hay, president of the 
Newton Federation, spoke of the meet- 
ing of the Safety Council to he held 
at the Newton City Hall on December 
14. when First Aid and Safety Preven- 
tion would he demonstrated, and asked 
Club members to attend. 

Mrs. William Leach, the new Twelfth 
District director, urged Club members 
to shop enrly and so relieve conges- 
tion. and buy, if possible, at least one 
article from the physically-handi- 
capped. 

The last guest to speak. Mrs. Henry

of arousing public opinion which must 
be shared by both men and women, 
and told of tlie proposed radio program 
of the New England Town Meeting 
which was designed to encourage the 
right development of public opinion. 

Miss Marian Bassett. Santa Claus 
for tlie needy Children’s Christmas Par- 
ty. stated that the history of each 
child’s family was thoroughly looked 
into, before the alloting of needed 
presents and clothing. 

Mr. Werrenrath then presented his 
feature program of the afternoon. In 
his informative talk on the history of 
the American song, Mr. Werrenrath 
stated that Americans owed little to 
the Indians musically, for there were 
few Indian songs, and little to the 
negro spirituals which all date hack 
to darkest Africa. Rather did the 
roots of American songs spring from 
England, which songs the early set- 
tlers in this country brought over. 
He considered Francis Hopkinson, 
who was a close friend of George 
Washington, and also a signer of the 
Constitution, the earliest American 
composer, and his songs interesting 
as old museum pieces with an Eliza- 
bethan flavor, rather than as intrin- 
sically great in themselves. Music 
during the early days of the country, 
was largely borrowed from Europe, 
lie said. In this era. James Lyon was 
the grandfather of hymnologists of 
the 19th century, and Stephen Foster, 
the author of the second best Amer- 
ican song. “Old Folks at Home.” 

After this sparse period musically, 
declared the speaker, there sprang up 
in the early 70’s a Golden Age of 
great musicians. At the head of this 
aristocracy of composers stood Ed- 
ward MacDowell, whose “Tlie Sea” is 
rated as the greatest American song, 
and which Mr. Werrenrath sang in- 
spiringly. 

Coming down to the present day. 
no one, Mr. Werrenrath asserted, had 
done more for music than Walter 
Damrosch. Deems Taylor, Mr. Wer- 
renrath’s boyhood friend and co- 
worker, he pronounced the white hope 
of American music. For Mr. Wer- 
renrath’s rich baritone, tlie dramatic 
qualities of Mr. Taylor’s “Henry Mor- 
gan,” and Mr. Damrosch's “Danny 
Deever” were perfect mediums, 
while the sweet, plnlntive tones of 
"Without a Song,” by Vincent You- 
maiis, aroused an equally warm re- 
sponsc from his large and apprecia-

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A PROGRAM OF BENEFIT TO NEWTON 

The Metropolitan District Commission has announced a six- 
year highway program which if authorized by the legislature 
will be of considerable benefit to persons in all parts of New- 
ton. The most important project of this program is the ex- 
tension of the circumferential highway known as Route 128. 
A few years ago the new route 128 was built as far as the 
Worcester turnpike just over the Wellesley line at Upper 
Falls. Traffic using this highway now comes through Newton 
Highlands and Newtonville business sections, adding greatly 
to the congestion, particularly in the late afternoon. The ex- 
tension of the new route along the Charles River, crossing 
Washington street near Quinobequin road, will take this 
through traffic out of these business sections. The new 
route will also make it more convenient for Newton motorists 
by providing a quicker and better method of reaching other 
important arteries intersecting the circumferential highway. 
Another project, which has been the subject of editorial com- 
ment in these columns from time to time, is the extension of 
the river road from Watertown to Waltham, mostly along the 
Newton side of the Charles river. It has been definitely agreed 
that the Metropolitan District will not use California street as 
a part of this extension, but will use land now owned by the 
state along the river bank. This extension will also relieve 
congestion in certain Newton sections and will provide a 
more facile way of getting to and from Boston and sections 
to the northeast of Boston.

Aldermen Meet 

The regular meeting of the Bonrd 
of Aldermen on Monday night was 
attended by nil members except Al- 
derman Walker. During the meet- 
ing extensive reports of the special 
committee appointed to study New- 
ton's welfare problems, were dis- 
tributed to the members, and strong 
criticisms of Mayor Childs were made 
by Aldermen McKay and McCnbe. 
Mayor Childs for a second time sent 
in the appointment of William E. 
Earle as Street Commissioner. 

Ablermnn Rawson reporting for the 
Claims Rules Committee recom- 
mended that leave to withdraw be 
given on the petition of the Boston 
* Albany Railroad for changing land 
on Washington st. from residence to 
business zone. He said that Rev. 
John Sheridan of Our Lady’s Church 
had made a strong written protest 
against the change, and hnd presented 
a petition against it signed by over 
1000 persons. Owners of nearby 
properties hod also protested against 
the change. The petition of Sylvia 
Hnnauer for a nursery school at 100 
Hnmmond st., Chestnut Hill was with- 
drawn by the petitioner. 

The Claims & Rules report rec- 
ommending the granting of a permit 
to Cyril Forbush for a nursery at 2101 
Washington st. was accepted. Alder- 
man Rawson explained that the site 
of the proposed nursery had been 
used ns a gravel pit. and although 
mostlv filled in. resembled a Sahara 
nnd has been an eyesore. Mr. Fur- 
bush will cover 2 acres with loam, 
nnd grow inree nnd small evergreens 
nnd perennials there, making It at- 
tractive. He will erect no buildings 
there, and would have to obtain a 
permit from the Aldermen before he 
could do so. The Union Market Na- 
tional Bank which has owned the 
property, will develop the remainder 
of the land for house-lots. Alderman 
Huches inquired how Mr. Furhush In- 
tends to sell trees at the nursery If 
he has no building there? Alderman 
Rawson said the nursery will he used 
as a showroom. Alderman Temper- 
ley asked If the nursery will he 
where It is proposed to extend State 
Highway 128, nnd was told "No.” ns 
the highway route will be north of 
the nursery locus. 

The Bonrd took a customary recess 
at 8:25. nnd reconvened at 11:20. Al- 
derman McKav. reporting for the Fi- 
nance Committee, referring to ap- 
propriations for the Street Depart- 
ment. said that this department hnd 
not been charging other departments 
for gasoline, hut would start to do 
so at once. He said there has also 
been a laxity In keeping track of 
tools, resulting in large losses. He 
criticised the continuance of the prac- 
tice of the sergeant-mechanic of the 
police department in purchasing ethyl 
gasoline for police department ve- 
hicles. after the Aldermen In the bud- 
get appropriations last April had spe- 
cified that regular gasoline be used. 
Mr. McKay then read a prepared 
statement criticising department 
heads and the Mayor, which is print- 
ed elsewhere in this Issue. 

Alderman Fahey referred to a peti- 
tion for a permit to operate 20 bowl- 
ing alleys at 320 Washington st., New- 
ton, entered by John J. O’Donnell, 
and said that a public hearing should 
be held on this matter. The hearing 
will be held at City Hall on December 
27. Alderman Fahey called attention 
to the services given by members of 
the local National Guard company 
on 9 nights following the hurricane 
in patrolling Newton. He said they 
received $1.55 per night when other- 
wise they might have been employed 
at $7 per day, and he moved that the 
Mayor be requested to recognize the 
services of these National Guard men 
in some fitting way. Alderman Hughes 
suggested that the work of the Boy 
Scouts after the hurricane also bo 
recognized, and the motion was 
passed. 

President Floyd suggested that Al- 
derman Hutchinson, chairman of the 
special committee on the study of the 
relief problem, might have something 
to say on the report Just made pub- 
lic. Mr. Hutchinson said he would 
not discuss the report at that late 
hour, but would refer to It at some 
future time. He commented that the 
report was just an Initial one. that 
relief will he a continuing problem, 
and that In all probnbilitv the com- 
mittee would he continued, the same 
as the special committee on the wa- 
ter problem was continued for a 
number of years.

Intelligent planning of the work of 
committee asked the comptroller to 
prepnro a detailed statement of the 
auto-nmlntennnce account. We have 
it tonight nnd It Is apparent that a 
surrender of principle to expediency 
must bo made.” 

“When Sinclair Weeks was mayor 
he snt In his office those evenings on 
which the Bonrd met. He was avail- 
able for any needed Information nnd 
counsel, nnd I am told such was the 
custom of all former mayors, that Is 
prior to 1914. In my experiences of 
the pnst three years I hnve no recollec- 
tion of the present mayor being avail- 
able. nnd the only Information which 
the finance committee secures Is from 
cross - examination of department 
heads, nnd from the comptroller nnd 
the city solicitor. The rebuffs re- 
ceived early in the year when proven 
constructive suggestions were offered 
the mayor helps to explain the difficul- 
ties under which this Board labors.” 

"During the pnst quarter century 
these same criticisms hnve been fre- 
quently expressed. — but usually, with 
more feeling. I am trying to he calm 
niu> dispassionate In tills* recital. Per- 
sonally. I like Mr. Childs hut patience 
has censed to he a virtue when re- 
peatedly the public Is led to believe 
that the Board Is nt fault In so many 
of the things that go wrong.”

all three departments. They are all 
headed by good men, and they work 
together as I see it for the good of 
the city, but there is no looking into 
the future as Mr. Ellis was doing. 
Incidentally the Mayor wasted $3,000 
of the city’s money by not permit- , 
ting Mr. Ellis to function from Jan. 
1, to June 30, 1938. 

“Mr. Mahoney’s tenure of office was 
not exactly a bed of roses. I happen 
to know that one of our mayor’s ques- 
tions to him was to the effect that 
he understood that there was $1.000 ; 
in the purchase of every certain 
make of truck. Mr. Mahoney’s an- 1 
swer was that he had never pur- 
chased any of that particular kind of ! 
truck. They are owned by the city 
but none was purchased by Mr. Ma- 
honey. 

“You gentlemen all know that It Is 
very difficult to do good work without 
proper planning and the necessary 
executive support. In this city ex- 
ecutive support for the common gar- 
den variety of honesty Is difficult to 
obtain. Personally I have been to the 
Mayor’s office once In three years 
and I would not have gone then if 
it were not at the request of my two 
colleagues in my own ward. This 
was for the purpose of securing the 
Lincoln-Ellot School. At the time we 
got the air, and we would not now 
have the Lincoln-Ellot School under 
way if It were not for recent PWA 
appropriations. 

“In conclusion I want to state that 
I have been a member of this Board 
for four years. The first year we had 
straight dealing, efficiency, good man- 
agement and honesty. The last three 
years we have had hypocrisy, Ineffi- 
ciency and mismanagement. The tax I 
rate In the depression In 1933 was 
$24.80. In the recession In 1938 It 
was $30.20. If it Is not more than 
$33 next year I shall be pleased. 

“At a later date I propose to speak 
on ‘Sanctimonious Heat vs Public 
Trust.’ At the present time I am 
more than fed up with the preaching 
of pious political platitudes to ac- 
company a constantly increasing tax 
rate.”

Citizens caucusses have come to 
stay in city elections. 

Willie Emerson, 17, only son of 
Patrolman William Emerson, died of 
typhoid and scarlet fevers on Thurs- 
day evening after an illness of only 
two days. 


Friends of J. Wesley Kimlmll cele- 
brated Ills election to the Mayoralty 
by burning tar barrels In Newtonville 
sq., setting off fireworks and cannons 
and illuminating their houses. 


The park at the corner of Elm and 
Webster sts., West Newton, belong- 
ing to the Allen brothers, and which 
has been the scene of so many base- 
ball games, has been enclosed with a 
neat bonrd fence. The land Is to be 
Improved for house lots. 


George E. Wales of Oak Hill has 
finished a house on Cedar st., near 
Mill st.. Newton Centre, where he 
contemplates removing his preserving 
business. 
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Recently there was another plan pro- 
posed to build a system of rapid-tran- 
sit highways in Roston which would 
relieve (theoretically at least) the se- 
rious traffic conditions that exist in 
that city. The cost of the proposed 
aerial nnd other highways in Boston 
would be n mere $42,000,000. Aerial 
and other highways enn he built In 
Boston at a cost that will bankrupt 
that city, but the traffic congestion 
there will not he relieved to any great 
extent until traffic and parking lawR 
in Boston are obeyed by operators of 
motor vehicles, and enforced by po- 
lice and courts. More nnd more, in re- 
cent years parking laws have been 
ignored in Boston nnd its environs, in- 
cluding Newton. In Boston, Including 
the wholesale nnd retail shopping sec- 
tions, nnd the Back Bay, where physi- 
cians’ nnd dentists’ offices are largely 
located, trucks and pnssenger cars are 
parked double nnd even In three lines, 
obstructing trnffic and causing tie- 
ups. It is had enough to have trucks 
park double, but at least their drivers 
have some provocation when they have 
to carry heavy bundles or boxes, but 
there is little excuse for a passenger 
car parking double, other than its oc- 
cupant is too lazy to walk a short dis- 
tance. 


of the accident shortly after the colli- 
sion occurred, reported that "apparent- 
ly no one was Injured.” The busses 
contained WPA workers being carried 
back to Medford from Hopkinton. Af- 
ter the collision 38 of these passeng- 
ers claimed injuries, and within a 
couplo of days 40 more claims for In- 
juries were made. The drivers of the 
three busses did not claim to have 
been injured. Although some of tho 
passengers may have had visible evi- 
dence of slight injuries, the majority 
reported having received strained 
hacks. While the Insurance company 
protecting the owner of the busses In- 
volved will pay whatever damages 
awarded for these wholesale injury 
claims. It is you and tho other owners 
of Massachusetts motor vehicles who 
will actually settle for these alleged 
Injuries. 

A large part of the high cost of com- 
pulsory automobile insurance we have 
to pay Is caused by spurious injury 
claims. And those making such claims 
are not all persons in poor circum- 
stances. Many of those who get easy 
money by feigning injuries are per- 
sons who are prosperous, who pose ns 
being honest, hut who do not hesitate 
to make their friends and neighbors 
pay higher insurance rates. 


Tho results of Tuesday’s election 
voiced the protests of a majority of 
our citizens against partisan politics 
In city affairs, against control by 
rings even if they are made up of most 
estimable gentlemen; against forestall- 
ing the action of caucusses nnd pre- 
venting a free choice by the people: 
against extravagance and high taxes; 
and against third terms. The citizens 
movement, put in operation scarcely 
a week before election, received a 
hnndsome endorsement at tho polls. 
Alderman Kimball’s long nnd able serv- 
ice In tho city council is evldenco 
of his fitness for the office of Mayor, 
and we have no fear that he will be- 
come the tool of designing politicians. 
Mayor Ellison will leave office with 
an excellent record and the friend- 
ship of all sides. The votes against 
his re-election were not against the 
man, but against the third term 
scheme, and the clique who sought to 
control tho nomination.

The testimony of President Aspin- 
wall of the Worcester Teachers’ Col- 
lege on Tuesday nt tho Investigation 
being conducted by Attorney General 
Dever on various contracts awarded 
for repairs to State properties alleged- 
ly damaged by tho hurricane substan- 
tiated accusations made by the Massa- 
chusetts Taxpayers’ Association. With 
economic conditions in their present 
sorry state, with millions on relief, 
and a large percentage of taxpayers 
struggling valiantly to carry on. It is 
disgusting and disheartening that per- 
sons in whom public trust was reposed, 
would be so venal as to take advan- 
tage of a calamity to squander public 
funds raised by taxing pooplo already 
overburdened. Some of those respon- 
sible for the disgraceful situation go 
to church regularly and pretend to be 
righteous. And they have been blat- 
nntly condemning "the Reds” as men- 
aces to the future of this country.

The Newton Rotary Club met at the 
Brae Burn Country Club at 12:15 Mon- 
day to listen to a very interesting dis- 
cussion of the background and devel- 
opment of the New England Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children. 

The speaker was Dr. Frank J. Ober, 
noted bone specialist, who has worked 
with the children and has attained 
wide fame. He was introduced by Mr. 
Julius Warren, superintendent of 
schools in Newton, whose work in de- 
veloping the educational background 
afforded these children was praised by 
Dr. Ober. 

In his presentation. Dr. Ober 
touched lightly on the historical hack- 
ground of the home. He gave credit to 
Mrs. Nellie Smith for the growth of 
the institution and stressed the warmth 
and sympathy that Mrs. Smith had 
brought to the children. He pointed 
out the background that had led to the 
sun treatment for tubercular bone 
diseases and stressed the need of a 
long and careful attention in order to 
prevent recurrence of the disease. 
Some of the findings of the institution 
he made public particularly the results 
that had been obtained by waiting for 
the tubercular infect iou to decline be- 
fore doing some of the grafting work 
that has rehabilitated so many of these 
crippled youngsters. 

Next Monday the Rotary Club will 
bring their annual Christmas pres- 
ents for the children at the Peabody 
Home, under the direction of Con- 
stantine Lupo, who has always taken 
an active interest in this part of Ro- 
tary work. 

Dr. Robinson, head of the Interna- 
tional Relations Group, nlso made ar- 
rangements for a number of foreign 
students to spend their Christmas 
with members of the Rotary Club.

Work Progressing 
On Newton School 


For the past week a power shovel, 
trucks and a crew of men have been 
excavating at the site of the cellar 
for the new school at Pearl st. and 
Jackson rd.. Newton and removing j 
loam to one end of the lot. A large 
quantity of deep, rich loam was found 
at the place. The lowest hid on the 
general contract for the erection of 
the school, submitted by A Plotii 
Company was $173,000 and this corn 
puny was awarded the contract. Be- 
au se tire amount appropriated for the 
project was $200. non and from this 
the architect’s fee and other expenses 
had to lie deducted, the general con- 
raet had to he reduced to $168,500. 
This was accomplished by eliminat- 
ing (for thy present) an elevator 
which was to have been installed in 
the building, and acoustical ceilings 
in the classrooms. Tire elevator would 
have been a new feature in Newton 
schools. Its purpose would he to 
serve as a lift for a wheel-chair on 
which a disabled child might he car- 
led from the basement of ’lie build- 
ing to the upper floors. There are 
now in the city several crippled chil- 
dren who have to he taught at their 
homes l>y a visiting teacher. It is 
(intended that if school buildings 
were equipped witli lifts, such chil- 
dren could he taken to schools and I 
given tin* advantage of association 
with other children. A shaft 5 feet I 
square will he built at the school to 
permit the installation of the elevator 
at some future time.

In each 
of these departments two experienced 
persons are employed who know the 
work thoroughly and can train and in- 
struct the others.

THE WELFARE PROBLEM 

The report of the aldermanic committee which has been 
studying the welfare problem in Newton is of much interest 
and great concern to every Newton resident. The problem 
of caring for those unfortunate persons who find themselves 
unable to provide for themselves and their families in the 
time of depression and unemployment can only be solved by 
a careful consideration of the many inter-related problems, 
it is generally conceded that welfare will constitute a per- 
manent major factor in the conduct of government. This 
condition has been brought about by the drastic change in our 
economic situation during the past decade. The rehabilitation 
of families deprived of many of the necessities of life is but 
one problem. The re-employment by private industry is an- 
other. Yet out of the complex maze of problems we cannot 
lose sight of the fact that those who carry the burden of cost, 
as charitably inclined as they may be, must not be overbur- 
dened. The administration of welfare must always be just, 
equitable and efficient. 


THE SCHOOL BUDGET 


Announcement of the 1939 school budget brings the welcome 
news that educational costs next year will be slightly lower 
than that of the passing year. The decrease in the total 
amount needed, although small, is due in part to the de- 
crease in the number of pupils enrolling in the schools, and in 
part to larger grants for Trade school purposes. It is wise, 
however, to give a word of warning that the per capita cost 
may show a slight increase and with the building of two new 
schools another year it may well mean a still greater per 
capita cost. We recognize the necessity of these new school 
buildings and we have no thought of criticism in stating 
this fact. We believe the School Committee is aware of the 
situation and that they are also aware of the necessity of 
keeping the costs of education within reasonable limits.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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Tho gala appearance of Newton Cor- 
ner, festooned and illuminated for the 
Christmas season, has caused much fa- 
vor a bio comment, and warrants praise 
for the Taylor estate and the business 
men of that district who co-operated 
in obtaining the decorations. It shows 
a determination on the pnrt of those 
concerned to bring a resurgence of 
Newton Corner as an important busi- 
ness centre. The huge, well-lighted 
Christmas tree on Centro st. near the 
Trust Company building Is evidence of 
tho efficient efforts of George Rogers 
and his assistants in the Newton For- 
estry Department. The Forestry De- 
partment also placed Christmas trees 
in front of City Hall and at Farlow 
Park, and decorated living trees at 
West Newton and Auburndale. 
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Tho practice which prevails in New- 
ton, in common with other communi- 
ties, of placing Christmas wreaths 
outside doors and colored bulbs on i 
living trees a week or more preceding ' 
Dec. 25 results In the theft of some of 
these decorations. Personally, we be- 
lieve it would be more appropriate If 
people would not put the wreaths in 
place and illuminate their homes un- 
til Christmas Eve, and then keep them 
displayed until after New Year’s Day. 


Why should men who attempted to 
bribe jurors receive pardons after 
serving several months of a 2% years’ 
sentence, when hundreds of men who 
are serving prison terms for less seri- 
ous offences against society have to 
remain in jail until their prison terms 
will have expired? 


Two years ago Charles E. Hurley as- 
sumed the office of Governor of Mass- 
achusetts high in the regard of the 
majority of the people of this Common- 
wealth because they believed he would 
give an administration that would be 
beneficial to tho State and creditable 
to himself. For the first few months 
of his term It appeared that Governor 
Hurley would live up to these ex- 
pectations. But, during the past year 
his political acts caused him to sink 
so rapidly In the esteom of the people 
of Massachusetts that he was not only 
repudiated In the primary, but he is 
ending his term as Chief Executive 
not In a blaze of glory, hut in a murk. 
The use of a catastrophe such as the 
hurricane as a medium for the unnec- 
essary expenditure of money wrought 
from overtaxed people; the attempt to 
add another expenditure of $4,700,000 
to the $19,500,000 appropriated for 
hurricane rehabilitation, and the par- 
dons Governor Hurley recommended 
the past week will cause him to be re- 
membered, but not favorably. 


Coster’s rise and fall, show how our 
big financial interests nnd our society 
arbiters enn hoth be fooled. While It is 
embarrassing for those who publish 
"Who’s Who," that directory of tho 
alleged elite of the U. S. A., to have 
F. Donald Coster’s fake biography 
printed in its high-hat pages, unless wo 
are mistnken, last year the name of a 
pet spaniel was printed in this same 
publication, the dog’s name having 
been sent in by its owner as a practi- 
cal joke. A few more incidents such 
as these, and inclusion in tho list of 
U. S. A. "aristocracy” will not ho so 
sought after. 

Philip Musica was a born swindler 
and the methods ho resorted to were 
quite outside the law. He obtained 
millions of dollars by moans of non- 
existent business. Other big financiers 
whose honesty and ethics have been 
questionable kept within the law and 
maintained their leadership in socie- 
ty. They merely watered stocks, or 
resorted to Inflation through the agen- 
cy of affiliated companies. 


The tragic end of F. Donald Coster, 
who was revealed as Philip Musica, a 
former criminal, and the details of his 
remarkable career, has crowded 
Adolph Hitler off the front pages of 
American newspapers. Musica (alias 


The much publicized conference at 
Lima between representatives of this 
country and the countries of South 
America and Central America, which 
was instigated by the IT. S. A. for the 
purpose of organizing this hemisphere 
against Invasion or control by Ger- 
many, Italy or Japan, has been a fail- 
ure so far because of the unfriendly 
attitude of Argentina. That country is 
plainly under the influence of the 
European dictators. It has been show- 
ing an unfriendly nttitude townrd citi- 
zens of this country as compared with 
other South American countries by its 
requirement of a visa from U. S. tour- 
ists, so its enmity toward the effort to ■ 
unite the republics of the Western 
World in a common cause is not unex- 
pected. If the Argentine persists in 
its attempts to obstruct the plan of the 
U. S. A. and a majority of Central and 
South American countries, it may learn 
that there are other methods than a 
peaceful conference. Germany, Italy 
and Japan are not the only countries 
which can resort to force. 


A few months ago when Mayor 
Childs first submitted the name of 
William E. Earle to the Board of Al- 
dermen for appointment to the office 
of Street Commissioner, we stated that 
in our opinion Acting Street Commis- 
sioner Charles McCarthy should have 
been given the position, and wo still 
think so. We also stated at that time 
that we have known Mr. Earle Inti- 
mately since our boyhood days, served 
with him in the Board of Aldermen, 
and we believe he would fill the po- 
sition efficiently; and we still hold that 
opinion. But we doubt if enough of 
the 19 Aldermen who voted against the 
confirmation of the appointment will 
change their attitude on this matter 
to reverse their former action.

As in- 
teresting as such an address is likely 
to prove, I sometimes wonder how It 
would he if the outgoing executive 
had a few words to say. Possibly the 
reason it has never been done is that 
tho Idea didn’t strike tho popular fan- 
cy. Nevertheless, I still think it 
wouldn't be a bad idea if it were 
tried. Yes, I’ll admit that some Gov- 
ernors and Mayor would have a lot of 
explaining to do and if there were 
hecklers In the audience, as there uro 
almost certain to be, tho embarrass- 
ment of these retiring statesmen would 
ho considerable.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


NEWTON SEXTET OPENS 
SEASON TYING ST0NEHAM 

The Newton High School hockey 
team, which finished last year in the 
cellar, opened the 1938-39 Greater 
Boston Interscholastic League hockey 
season by playing Stoneham High to a 
tie, 1-1, last Saturday. Both points 
were scored in the first period of 
play. Walter “Bud” Hurley, of foot- 
ball fame, tallied the tying counter 
for the Orange and Black, with Stone- 
ham scoring first just after Captain 
Jack Carder of Newton received the 
first penalty of the current season. 

Newton went into the Boston Arena 
as the underdog in the contest. New- 
ton and Stoneham both have veteran 
outfits, although Newton’s eight vets 
did not see much service last year, 
whereas Stoneham’s veterans saw 
considerable. 

First Period: The first period started 
out slowly with each team trying to 
find each others weaknesses. Stone- 
ham struck first when they sent five 
men down the ice on one of their 
well-known rushes. Big Alex Skene 
took care of two of the men and Goalie 
Cliff Goodband made a clever stop of a 
shot. Jack Carder received the first 
penalty for high-sticking. This 
brought a cry of disgust from the New- 
ton rooters present. Stoneham showed 
renewed energy and began a series of 
five-men rushes. Johnny Russell, 
Stoneham center, taking a pass from 
left-winger Joe Tole. shot one by Cliff 
Goodband for the initial score, after 
about six minutes of play. Less than 
two minutes later, on a pass play that 
the hockey team has been practicing 
on for the last three weeks, “Bud” 
Hurley shot one between the gas-pipes 
to knot the score, taking the puck on 
Jack Carder’s nifty pass. The score 
would have been 2-1 in favor of New- 
ton if left-winger Bill McLelan had 


stink a shot on an open net when the 
Stoneham goalie left his cage too far. 
The period ended without much fur- 
ther ado, neither team threatening se- 
riously. 

The second period saw both teams 
skating faster. Newton was apparent- 
ly playing for a tie as they kept three 
men in hack of the blue line. The 
game began to slow up at the end of 
five minutes of play when Referee Bill 
Cleary began to blow his whistle for 
offsides and anything he wanted to. 
Alex Skene played beautifully, handing 
out check after check, doing every- 
thing possible without commiting a 
penalty. Cliff Goodband made many 
stops that might have got through any 
other goalie. Tom Dugan received 
the only other penalty of the game 
when he slashed a Stoneham forward. 

The third period was a repetition 
of the second with the exception of 
the penalty, althoueh much faster all 
through. Towards the end Newton 
and Stoneham both began rushing 
again.

Vandalism Causes 
Discharge of 26 
WPA Workers 

Twenty-six men. who have been ob- 
taining employment as WPA workers 
in Newton, were discharged on Mon- 
day by WPA officials as a result of 
complaints made that vandalism oc- 
curred while the crew which they com- 
posed was engaged in gypsy moth sup- 
pression work on the estate of Frederic 
IT. Kennard at Dudley rd.. Oak Hill. 
Someone in the crew daubed creosote 
on the butt ends of logs cut from fallen 
trees on the estate and on a small log 
cabin there. A large elkhound owned 
by Kennard also was smeared with 
creosote, but it is not certain whether 
the chemical got on the dog acciden- 
tally, or was put on deliberately.

The men ap- 
pealed from the discharges, notices 
of which were signed by James Mac- 
auley, a field engineer for WPA, and 
a hearing was held on Wednesday.

Aldermen Report on 
Welfare Problem 

(Continued from Pago 1) 


1 was of the opinion that in order to 
start a service store in Newton 40 r ; 
of the overhead would have to be 
provided by private subscription. He 
further considered it inadvisable to 
start a branch in Newton because: 

(1) Tlie prices for snlvnged materi- 
als today are very low. 

12) A relatively small number of 
families could be assisted in 
this manner. 

(3) The Morgan Memorial would 
lose many contributions from 
Newton which in the face of a 
large deficit this year would 
not be sound business. 

The Citizen’s Service Exchange or 
"Richmond Plan" started in January. 
1933. was found to follow the same 
general plan as the Morgan Memorial 
except that it receives city funds in- 
stead of endowed. Script is used in- 
stead of money as a medium of ex 
change. The departments Include a 
bakery, barber shop, beauty shop, kit- 1 
chen and dining room, and printing. ( 
Richmond also started n farm project , 
on city land for the unemployed to 
produce supplementary food products. 
Citizens also responded to the request 1 
for donations of standing timber so that 
men could earn their own fire-wood. 

Objectives and Means of Accomplish- 
ment 

After a considerable amount of dis- 1 
cussion. certain definite objectives 
were listed and an effort made to in- 1 
dicate the means by which these oh- ' 
jectives might to some degree be ac- 
complished. First, as to the objectives, 
the committee believes that we should 
do everything possible to: 

1 1 1 Eliminate duplication and over- 
lapping. 

(2) Eliminate impostors. 

(3) Discover and care for the unmet 
needs. 

(4) Promote rehabilitation and re 
employment. 

(5) Create opportunities for recip- 
ients of welfare to produce their 
own food and fuel, nlso to pro- 
cure and repair clothing. 

(6i Suggest projects and other ac- 
tivities that should he of benefit 
to the city hut not involve high 
maintenance cost for the fu- 
ture. 

These objectives all present prob- 
lems of accomplishment. 

Duplication, overlapping and impost- 
ors can best he dealt with through 
a Social Service Index. The Index 
is considered in Boston and in many 
other cities throughout the country 
to he an invaluable organ to efficient 
and economic administration of relief. 
It may he defined as a name and street 
number index file of all families and 
persons known to the social case work- 
ing agencies of a community. Its use 
consists of each agency reporting to 
the Index the names and addresses 
of families or persons applying for 
service, and receiving in return, the 
names of agencies, if any. who have 
previously given service to the same 
family or person. In this way the 
Index provides a means of Social 
Agencies interchanging information 
about a client leading to more co- 
operative and intelligent care. In or- 
der to be of any use the case work- 
ing agencies must report regularly 
and completely to the Index. 

The Committee found that when the 
Index was started in September 1936. 
1761 case cards were filed from the 
records of the Agencies that were 
to avail themselves of Index service, 
namely. The Family Service Bureau. 
Newton Hospital. Catholic Welfare 
Committee. Department of Public Wel- 
fare and Mayor’s Relief Committee. 
Since that time the number of cards 
in the Index has increased slowly and 
irregularly to approximately 3000. Tlie 
only organizations reporting regular- 
ly are the Family Service Bureau. 
Newton Hospital. District Nursing As- 
sociation. Catholic Welfare and Red 
Cross. 

In trying to determine why the 
Index is not properly used and kepi 
up to date, it appears that: 

(a) Most of the Agencies realize 
the value of the Index hut 
fail to use it because of in- 
adequate staff. 

(b) Non-use of the index quick- 
ly results in others feeling that 
the Index cannot supply the 
needed information and conse- 
quently lends to further non- 
use. 

(c) The Soldier’s Relief. State Un- 
employment Office, and WPA 
are prevented hy Federal Reg- 
ulations from reporting fads, 
figures and circumstances. 

The Committee is of the opinion 
that it is essential to good Relief 
Administration to get the Social Serv- 
ice Index «>n an all-inclusive, efficient 
basis. This would involve 

(a) Education of the workers in 
all Public and Private Agen- 
cies to tlie value of the Index 
and to the fact t liat coopera- 
tion must prevail if it is to ac- 
complish its purpose. 

(b) Propaganda through individu- 
al.-. who can exert influence. 

(<•) Bringing tlie Index up to date. 

Note: A committee of tlie Newton 

Community Council is actively en- 
caged on the subject of the Social 
Service Index. 

it is suggested that the latter might 
he accomplished as a WPA project 
employing at least three clerks. 

Unmet, needs cun he dealt with by 
the Welfare Committee of the New- 
ton Community Council, as its mem- 
bership includes representatives or 
both public mid private agencies.

Aldermen Refuse 20 to 1 
To Appoint Earle As 

Street Commissioner 

Mayor Criticized For Sending In Former Alderman's Name 
A Second Time After Board’s September Vote 


At the meeting of the Board of Ald- 
ermen on Tuesday night the n 
for a second time refused to confirm 
the appointment of William E. Earle 
as Street Commissioner The vote 
was practically the same as that on 
September 13 when Mayor Childs’ first 
appointment of Mr. Earle was acted 
upon. At that meeting the vote was 
19 against confirmation, and 1 
favor. On Tuesday night the rote 
was 20 against confirmation and 1 in 
favor. At the September 12th meeting 
one member of the Board was absent 

Before the vote was taken on Tues- 
day night. Alderman Walker, vice- 
president of the Board, criticized 
Mayor Childs for sending in the 
name of Mr. Earle a second time 
after the Aldermen hail almost unan- 
imously voted not to confirm th» ap- 
pointment in September. He said that 
he would not call it a discourtesy on 
the part of the Mayor to have sub- 
mitted a name a second time, although 
some believe it to have been dis- 
courteous. Alderman Walker com 
mented: 

“I take it that the Board lias 
responsibility fully equal to tha f of 
the Mayor. He makes the appoint- 
ment and the Board passes on it. It 
is our responsibility to see that the 
appointee is well qualified. 

“It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the Board took more than 
the ordinary amount of time in con 
sidering the appointment. The 
Board’s opinion was decisive and un- 
mistakable. The situation was thoro- 
ughly and conscientiously reviewed. 
There has been nothing to change the 
clear opinion then reached and ex- 
pressed The Board has made known 
its opinion and has decided that the 
office shall not he administered by 
this appointee. The matter should 
he considered closed.”

Department, even though he does not 
possess a college degree, or has been 
the recipient of a high salary. This 
practice has worked satisfactorily in 
Newton in the past, and should work 
well in the future. We also believe 
the Mayor made a mistake in submit- 
ting the name of Mr. Earle a second 
time when the Aldermen had not 
evidenced any change of attitude on 
this matter. 

Alderman McCabe deserves com- 
mendation for the stand he look at 
the meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Tuesday night relative to a 
claim made against the city by a 
woman who fell on a sidewalk in the 
business district at West Newton nnd 
was injured. The Claims & Rules 
Committee of the Aldermen, acting 
on advice of the City Solicitor, had 
recommended that the claim be not 
paid because the defect in t lie side- 
walk had not been reported to the 
city, and therefore the city was not 
legally liable. Alderman McCabe con- 
tended that the defect should have 
been observed by some policeman or 
Street Department employee, reported 
and repaired He is right. There 
are many defects in sidewalks and 
streets in Newton that should he re- 
ported. and when employees of the 
city whose duty It Is to observe and 
report such defects, are derelict in 
this duty, the city should not attempt 
to hide behind some legal technicality. 
The late Inspector John Shaughnessy 
of the Newton Street Department was 
outstanding in reporting defects in 
streets. In past years when the 
“blotter." or day book of the Newton 
Police Department was kept on the 
counter at police headquarters, and 
therefore was accessible to newspaper 
men. there were frequent entries tell- 
ing of some such report by Lieutenant 
Shaughnessy.
